Upon Friday lat; Str Fobn. Hnham- fee- 
ing His Majeties Reſolution , he ſhot at 
the faid Fortificatitons which were made 
by his Majelties Forces: 

' There is many pieces of Ordinance 
planted neer Hal, intending to op the 
paſſage,ſo that there can come no ſuccour 
nor Reltet to that rowm, but with great 
ſtrength : His Majelty being refolve,chat 
till he bath taken. that place , he will not 
return to Tork, many volunteers marching 
to h1s Majeſty daily, promiſing to aflilt 
him to the utmoſt of their Endeavours, an 
Oath being taken amongſt them for the 
p:rformance therof. eN 

The Houſe of Commons baving taken. 
rato Conſideration the aforeſaud Paſſages 
concerning Hul, forthwith Ordered, that. 
rhere ſhould be Forces raiſed,and ſent down 
for the ſtrengthening of the faid town, 
and concluded, that there ſhould be fent 
ten Captains,ten Lieutenants, and ten Fn- 
lgns, and moneys Were likewiſe pr OPOT - 
tioned for them to be ſpeedily ſent away, 
and to fatishe thoſe of the Garriſons 1n 
— And 
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And it Iyis likewif Ordercd,that 3006, 
man ſhould be tortkwith ſent to Hull and 
thatiDeums fhonld be forthwith Rrack 1 up 


in Lenden for that ut poſe , according fo 
th> Dehires of Sir 3b Hotham and that in 


his erters which he fent to the Parlia- 
ment,were Declared his full Reſolution,and 
although he were ſo belieged, and ENCOMm- 
palled by his Royall 'Soveraign ; yet by 
the help of God,bhe would firive and en - 
deavour to the utmoſt of his power , to 
perform the truſt which boch Houſes had 
repoſed in him, whetby be world prove 
himſelf a true and faithfall ſervant to both 
Houſes , not reſiſting his Majeſty in afy' 
thing ; contrary ro the truſt which Was 
repoſed i in him by the Honourable Court 
of Parliament.
